Nabisco Drive Will be 
Continue J There 

By LESLIE R. HURT. 
MINNEAPOLIS.— Carl Cowl. 
.Carry P*tt, Morton Cr*en and 
L**l(« Hurt, four members of 
th* Young Workort League,, 
wore dismissed by Judge Cunnar 
Nordbye in the munciTpal court, 
because of lack of evidence. 

Tiie comrades were arrested 
for holding a meeting in front 
of local National Biscuit Com- 
pany plant in the national cam- 
paign of the league to rally the 
young slaves to the young Com- 
munist program. 

Ceps Not Enthusiastic. 

They were taken to a filthy Jail af- 
ter complaint on the part of the offl 
clais of the company. The police who 
arrested them aro union men, hut they 
aro compelled to execute the wishes 
of the master class Just the same. 
They told the young Comdiunlsts: 
"Wo felt Hke thirty cents arresting 
you, boys, but the National Biscuit 
Company Is raising hell at headquar- 
ters. 

The comrades were charged with 
blocking trnfltc and were told that a 
city ordinance prohibited public meet- 
ing! In the loop district, The K. n 
C. plant Is at the oxtreme corner of 
the loop, and during the election cam 
palgn, eveur reactionary politician can 
flagrantly violate this ordinance on 
the main streets. Cnngrossmsrn 
Thomas 8chall. Carl Parsons and oth- 
ers have repeatedly held election 
meetings on Nicollet Avenue, the main 
thorofare. Aparently this ordinance 
Is eaforced only against working class 
organisations.. 

City Attorney Jensen, however, In- 
formed the comrades that no further 
troubles would occur If the Icngue 
had but two speakers st their meet- 
ings. Slnco the arrest the Interest, ot 
the Nabisco workers la greatly In- 
creased and the league la going to 
continue. to hold meeting* Id front of 
the plant. 

Nucleus Being Formed. 

Already a number of the young 
workers have made application to Join 
the Young Worker* League as a re- 
sult of the economic demands pro- 
gram of the organization, and as soon 
as another few Join In, a nucleus will 
be established In tho Minneapolis Na 
bisco plant. Mr. Ramples, the boss of 
the Nabisco plant, who wanted some 
assurance In the court of Judge Reed 
that the Young Worker* League 
would not contlnuo Ita campaign was 
told by the Judge that no mch assur 
anco would be given him. 

Conditions are excellent for work 
among the young slaves In the plant

Pittsburgh Plant Has 
Rotten Conditions

Every day 25.000 employ** of 
th* Westinghout* Electric and 
Manufacturing Conrwity of 
East Pittsburgh, Pa„ enter th* 
workshop* to work many long, 
dr«ary hours in ord*r to pro- 
duo* th* wealth upon which th* 
parasitic ownors live. 

AlmoRt Imif of tht'Hc arc 
young worker* who toil long 
hours, receiving tho most miner- 
able of wngoB. Many of them* 
ore morn children who llo shout 
their agCB In order that they 
may get work, duo to tho fact 
that their parents receive bo 
little wageB. 

Under Bad Conditlona. 

For 48 hours ovrry work, th»*s*» 
young workers toll, hearing th*» tire- 
aomo, riattllng monotonous vo.ir of ma 
rhlncry, dodging the huge cranes as 
they pass from nnn end of the room 
to the other carrying the heavy melal 
which la used to make the electric 
motors, which are ’needed In order to 
keep the machinery running. 

Young Workers coming Into the 
plant are otnplnyod at '20 and 25 rents 
per hour. They nro not Immediately 
hired for work In the plant, hut arc 
hired as messenger*. After working 
at leant three months they aro trans- 
ferred to monotonous machine work. 
Here they are given the opportunity 
of advancing themwolvca, after yenra* 
of work, to the Immeneo sum of sixty 
cents per hour. 

Tho company Is supposed to ad- 
, vance the pay of the mm every six 
nionths. When tho wnges of the 
workers roach a aum which tho com- 
pany thinks la too much, tho workers 
are transferred to other department#, 
where thotr pay Is reduced, sod then 
the same grind begins nil over again 

Tho bosses hern as the hossea In 
other factories nit over tho country 
aro not Interested In the health of the 
workors. Nor are tho Interested tn 
protecting the lives and limbs of tho 
workers. Rather than put In sxtety 
devices to protect the worker# from 
tho dangerous machines, tho bosses 
' employ additional dorters and nurses 
I to tako caro of tho workers, wh* are 
Injured. It does not matter to the 
| bosses If the workers are crippled Tor 
j life. As long as they can get other 
. workers to take tho places of those 
who they have crippled, they will con- 
tinue to neglect to put aafuty devices 
on the dangerous machinery. 

No Vacations. 

No matter how badly the ybung 
workers need a vacation from their 
work, tho hossea do not tlv« them any 
real during the year. Ileforo the Work- 
ers are permitted to get a vacation 
they must have worked for the Weat- 
Inghouse for at least 10 years. Then 
they are permitted to have a one 
week vacation. After working 20 
years the bosses permit then to have 
a two weeks vacation. 

Thus we find that the young, Fork- 
era have no vacation at all. It's work, 
work, work all l he time, Long hours 
of labor, little pay, continual nagging 
by tho straw bosses, all these things 
make the young workers, discontented 
and dlsgustod with tho conditions 
under which they must toil.

this machine, capitalist society, has 
peddled you Ilea. 

Now' wo aro going to tell your real, 
aurn-flre fortune. It Is hot pleasant, 
not n lot of hunk. It Is the fortune 
of WAIl! War, another hlg war, la 
on the way. You young workers who 
were toa little In' he drafted In thu 
last war, may think war Is great fun. 
If you «fh, you better talk seriously 
with the rank and file doughhoya who 
artuslly laid In tho- trenches In the 
war for "democracy" because Morgan 
had loaned the Allies a send of money 
and had to have them go and help 
lick Germany. They’ll tell you. It they 
learned anything from that butchery 
of 10,000,000 young man, that there’s 
nothing for workers In fighting capi- 
talist wars, hut to kill and got killed, 
that those who were blown to piece* 
merely became fertilizer for trench 
farmers, and thosn who came bock 
lost their Jobs, discovered that free 
speech and the right to strike had 
been taken away by the ’goveramant 
i who wait'-d ala years more to answer 
their demnnd for a bonus, and then 
gave them a life Insurance policy. The 
soldier has to die one way or another 
to beat the capitalist game. 

Hew the Next War Started, 
tn America, as In all capitalist 
countries, there are two classes — capi- 
talists end workors. Your employer, 
makes * profit on your labor powor. 
Tho profit.!* ao big that, altho your 
factory owner may hav© to pay ronta 
to Ilia landlord class and Interest on 
loans from the banker class, the whole 
threo eln*se» get Immensely rich and 
all are capitalists. With ntachlnory, 
all workers make so many things that 
tho total cannot he sold in this coun- 
try, because thejr get such low wages 
that they cannot buy what they them- 
selves have, as a class, made. TMs 
big surplus, In goods, and surplus 
profits, In money aseking Investment, 
Is the cause behind all capitalist wars. 
F.adi capitalist nation or group looks 
outside itself for ezpanalon, and lia* 
perlaltzt rivalry begins. 

Now then, where hav# they gonef 
Naturally they pick out a part of tho 
world where the people have ho strong 
government to stop them. Rich re* 
sources and cheap, unorganized labor, 
so they tan get even higher profit* 
from mich workers than they can get 
In their own <*ountrl«* where labor 
may bo organized. What’s the moat 
attractive country on earth In these 
respects? CHINA, brat ef ell. 
Mnptrlaliat Robbers Loot China. 

For thirty or forty yvara the big 
capitalist-imperialist countries have 
been rnbldng China. Chinese ruler* 
wore either bribed or bullied with 
threat of Invaalon Into doing anything 
or granting any concenalun or "ac* 
cepting” any loan that th* "diplomat!* 
corps" demanded.

T HE actual creation of shop nuclei 
Is tba comparatively easy step In 
th* reorganisation. The second stage, 
the building of tbe organisation upon 
tba new basis confronts us with other 
problems. Comrade Oyptnsr then 
dealt with the temporary bridge or- 
ganisational forms to assist the. com- 
plete reorganisation. 

It muat be remembored that tbe nu- 
cleus is not only a shop fraction. It is 
tho bask: unit of our organisation. It 
Is a political unit As such It bas all 
Urn I mka of tho prosent branch** on- 
ly bo cause of the fact that It has Its 
rootn in tho factories or mlues, It 
can carry out these duties mors sue- 
ruwfully. The nucleus must not bo 
considered as consisting of merely 
if oi or Attests members, but our goal 
roust be to organise all tbe young 
workers In tho particular place of 
work where it Is located. Many times, 
the nuclei will have from fifty to one 
hundred ' members. ’ It puts us In dal- 
ly touch with the young workers’ 
struggle. In a abort time tbo entii 1 * 
organisation la composed of nuclei In- 
stead of territorial branches, as at the 
present time. These nuclei will then 
be classified Into various nuclei 
branches which will bu based also on 
(ho district of work Instead of resi- 
dence. Tho longer the territorial 
brunches exist side by side with tho 
developing nuolel It will serve ss a 
hindrance. So all the Isaguoa must 
plan carefully but deliberately for a 
complete and rapid reorganisation. 

Gyptner then/ dealt with the neces- 
sity of the congress setting a date 
for ths Complete reorganisation of 
each national section The N. E. C.'a 
will then work out the plans and 
data for each district and subordinate 
units. 

One. point which must emphatically 
he understood Is that no united nu- 
clei ran exist of league and party 
members. Once the party ts reor- 
ganized wo will exchange representa- 
tives, but wo must maintain our In- 
dependence of organfcntlon. 
Unemployed fismsln In Shop Nuclei. 

A difficulty which presented Itself 
to some longues In their Work was 
unemployment. Wo must correct, one 
point In our previous doclsloos. In 
the fiilure unemployed mombors of 
nuclei must still maintain member- 
i.M|i . In (lie nucleus until they find 
r. nut her Job. In -the case of tho ma- 
jority being persecuted by the boas 
thoy must still malntnln tholr organ- 
ization and again redouble their ef- 
forts to recruit more young workers 
In that particular shop who will 
mnlnlaln tbe nucleus. 

In the country our league will also 
have to change Its form If we aro to 
have a complete, reorganisation. This 
will toko various forms. Sometimes 
farm nuclei will be organised where 
(here are enough youth workers. 
Again, village or town nuclei, combin- 
ing various workers. 

In rohcluslon, Gyptner pointed out 
the good start made by some leagues

Trade Unlen-Econemle Report 

T HU report on economic trade un- 
ion work was given by Comrade 
lummater. He dealt at great length 
with the question from many angles, 
despite the fact that the oondltlons 
of the youth workers had become 
much worst during the past period 
the leagues had not Increased their 
ooonomlo trade union Activities In 
proportion. In many countries It Is 
limited too much to a general propa- 
ganda by word and press. Only In 
a vary few countries did w* take an 
active part In the dally struggles. One 
reason Is that tbe Issguss did not ac- 
quaint themselves enough with the 
actual situation of the young work- 
ers an/t lay out a definite program. 
Every league neglected one very Im- 
portant thing — that of Issuing popu- 
lar mass literature Id connection with 
the economic struggle. A start has 
been made Jn every country, how- 
ever. and it ls< only a matter of clari- 
fying ouraelves and extending our ac- 
tivity. The economic trade union ac- 
tivities Is an Important part of tbs 
polttloal struggle and wa must re- 
act to every important event thru 
our economic trad* union work. 
Tbe nearer we came to a mas* or- 
ganisation thru our shop nuclei the 
more virile and concrete must be- 
come our economic activity.. We can 
only ourselves as a revolutionary 
mass organization If we become the 
moIo representatives of ths young 
worker* In their every struggle. Since 
we all accept thla truiam. we muat 
emphatically repudiate any attempt 
at forming youth sections In ihe 
trade unions. France was dealt with 
under this head at great length. 

Internationally, we can observe the 
following three phases: A. That of 

the theoretical discussion of trade un- 
ion economic work. 11. The period of 
tho general propagation of our de- 
mands. C. The period of/ the propa- 
gation of concrete demands arlalng 
out of the given situation and an ac- 
tual struggle for them. Tho shop 
nuclei havo not merely an economic 
trade union function to perform, but 
without shop nuclei no good work lu 
the trade unions can be carried out. 
The existence of nuclei In the shops 
serves to help us keep our fingers on 
the pulse of the working class youth. 
We are thus In an advantageous po- 
sition to become the leaders of the 
struggls. The nuclei muat call shop 
meetings of all the young workers 
at which they fake up the economic 
questions of ths shop and advance 
demands to be fought for. 

In the case of only one union exist- 
ing within the shop the nucleus will 
automatically become the union frac- 
tion. If more than one union exist, 
the nucleus must organize and dl-

W E muat also Insist upon the par- 
ty fighting for our youth de- 
mands. It la the direct task of the 
young communist league to win the 
masses of young trade union mem- 
bers for the revolutionary trad* un- 
ion opposition. The Young Commun- 
ist Leflgue must be present at. all 
conterepcea of ths trade union oppo- 
sition and strive to bav* these bodies 
adopt our demands. 

In various countries a majority or 
a large minority of tba unions are 
affiliated with the Red International 
of Trad* Unions. It baa been neces- 
sary to fight vigorously agalnnt the 
theory of youth sections within these 
trade unions. W* must continue to 
stress that through the election of 
young trpde unionists to office, know- 


T HE sport queitlota occupied con- 
siderable time. It was pointed 
out that the majority of the lenati”* 
have not given this the heceisiry at- 
tention. It is Imperative that we have 
definite plans worked out hy each N. 
E. C. to direct this work. We must 
build red fractions In all existing 
workers' sport .organisations and 
gradually win control of these. It Is 
necessary that ws break the tdeologl 
cal control that the capitalist clsns 
havo over tho many workers organis- 
ed In these cluba. Theso must take 
on n class character and be utilised 
for furthering our young communist 
league. In many, countries these work- 
ers' sport organizations have reach- 
ed great demenslona. and thero they 
can be used to fight Fascism, bour- 
geois militarists, and reaction. Duo 
to the physical education received, 
these organisations become of great 
assistance In forming tpe kernel of 
the proletarian defense organisations 
In Europe at the present time. 

The congress mated that all the 
leagues muat Intensify their activi- 
ties In this field and aim at form- 


ing a national porkers' sport organ- 
ization, which shMid become the re- 
spective national flection of th* lied 
Sport International. 

Other questions dealt with at tho 
congress Included , the agrarian ques- 
tion, antl-mllltarlst work, the Oppon- 
ent Youth Movements, the l^rogram 
of ths Y. O. 1. and Lenlslst educa- 
tion. Dut these muat be dealt with 
In s later article. 

Due to tho Increased work of the 
International, It was considered ad- 
visable In enlarge tbe Executive Com- 
mittee to roonlst of 22 momberr. Tbe 
policy of the Y., C. I. In bringing 
about a lowering of Ihe ag* limit Ne- 
xen In the K. Itself, with all of 
the old raomhrra retiring, giving 
place to new and younger elements 
which have been developing. Hliati- 
’f In, Ziegler, Dammatter and others, 
Including our Own Comrade Carlson, 
aro among thnte who are now past- 
ing out of tbe youth movement 

The new executive has a tremend- 
ous work ahead ot II, but It (he mem- 
bership of tho leagues everywhere 
will show (he ssmo willingness to 
put Into effect tbe derisions made 
as did tbe delegations, then fire con 
feel certain that their tasks will be 
fulfilled. 

The delegation of the Y. W. L. was 
wholeheartedly In favor of th* deci- 
sions arrived at add pledges lo do 
Its utmost to havo our membership 
put them Into action.

One of the principles of comraunl*t 
antl-mllltarlet work In activity within 
the armed forces of the capital Int 
ntfttc.

Fom the league, sending In a letter to 
the branch and district executive com- 
mittee of which he waa a member, re- 
signing from all activity In the league. 
Thla comrade was at the same time In 
possesion of data which was necessary 
for th# carrying on of tho league's 
economic campaign against the Na- 
tional Blacult Co., and when he re- 
signed he fatled to turn over this In- 
formation to the committee In charge, 
thus contributing largely to the great 
difficulties of carrying on tble factory 
drive. Tble wee not only a plain case 
et an uncommunist action, but also 
one of opan violation of an Instruction 
to enter th* oetnp. Comrade Jesmer 
refused to give any reason for resign- 
,tng from activity of tha league. Tbe 
national committee decided that Com- 
rade Jesmer shall b* expelled from tba

2. Pater Herd, a member of tha 
Young Workers League of Chicago, 
had also bean Instructed to apply to 
th* oemp.

3. A1 flehaap. another comrade who 
had boen Instructed to enter the 
campa, failed even to make applica- 
tion. Hla entire attitude, despite con- 
stant Instructions, waa decidedly tin- 
communistic, and th* times even flip- 
pant. Tho comrade took advantage of 
hls position In th* party to crawl out 
of the decision, asserting that be could 
not get the four weeks leave of ab- 
sence to attend tho camps; lster when 
the camp term was over, he got a 3 
week's vacation from hls Job duo to cir- 
cumstances which cannot at present 
be gone Into, failed to make applica- 
tion for entry Into the camps. He 
cause of these circumstances, which 
by no means excuse the breach of dis- 
cipline, the cominllteo he* decided 
(hat the comrade receive a public cen- 
sure of uncommunlstlc action and 
breach of discipline. 

4. Morris Goldstein, member of the 
Y. W. L. of Chicago and later of Cleve- 
land, another of those chosen for this 
work, made application to enter tho 
campa, and tL abort time before the 
camp opened, and after be had been 
notified that he was accepted as a 
rocrult. ho departed from Chicago and 
joined the Cleveland League after 
having secured hla transfer card Chi- 
cago In on Illegal manner. This com- 
rade had appeared before the C. M. T. 
C. headquarters and told that he was 
accepted and would have to report at 
the camp at Its opening. It wah at this 
time that the comrade left the city. 
'Comrade Goldstein at first maintained 
that he bad not been notified In time, 
but our statement from the headquar- 
ter* of the camp shows that he was 
not only notified but had peraonnally 
appeared to receive Instruction on the 
comp. In consideration, however, of 
the fact that comrade Goldstein, under 
the name Martin Gordon, had ahown 
hla willingness to continue work In the 
organisation In tbe city of Cleveland, 
the committee decided to suspend 
comrade Ooldsteln for six months 
after which time he will make applica- 
tion to the N. E. C. for reinstatement 
which will be done providing that, the 
comrade does not in the meantime 
carry on any activity to the detriment 
of the organisation. 

6. Tbe District Executive Commit- 
tee of tbe Young Workers League of 
New York, h*d been Instructed to 
cboose Immediately a number of com- 
rades to maks application for entry In- 
to th* camp of that region.

In all you* reporte you always speak 
of tiro currents only. According to 
your reports there was a majority tod 
a minority (after the party conven- 
tion this majority and minority Iran*- 
formed Itself In "old and new major- 
ity”). You never said anything about 
s third current. > However It was Just 
this third tendency (represented by 
the- Olgln-Lore group) which repre- 
sented lu Ite attitude towards tho 
"Third Party” substantially th* cor- 
rect policy. It muet be said however, 
that according to tho statements of 
Comrade Olgln In ths Commission, It 
Is necessary to draw a line of demar- 
cation between him and the Loro 
group, which Is supitorUng the view- 
point of Comrade Olgln In the ques- 
tion of attitude towards the Third 
Party. The Lore group Is doing this 
out of absolutely opportunistic social- 
democratic reasons. Lore and his 
followers stand on the extreme right 
of the party, whilst Comrade Olgln 
declared In the commission, that ho 
had nothing to do with |he Lore 
group: h® said:

slon. Howgver, It Is very Important 
to know the reasons for this. Com- 
rade Lore Is. as we said at the begin- 
ning, on the extreme right wing of 
the party and refuses to support or 
even to "go along with" petty bour- 
geoisie elements for a limited period, 
not because he Is afraid the parly 
would lose Its revolutionary face, but 
becauso he wants to avoid any politic- 
al manoveres |>f the party, which he 
calls "political adventurers." He 
thinks that the party can only bo de- 
veloped Into a mans communist party 
thru propaganda and agitation. This 
train of thought originates from the 
fundamentally wrong conception 
which the Ixtre group has in regards 
to tho world situation." Tho Lore 
group cannot and will not see the 
great social and political changes, 
which the period of world revolution 
and Imperialism brought about even 
In tho strongest country of capitalism, 
the United Hlatos, It does not see the 
revolutionary significance of the 
strongly centrsllxod State power, with 
Its tremendous bureaucratic and mil- 
itaristic machinery, which has formed 
.Itself during the war. It does not see 
the radicalizing effects, of tho quick 
cheng* In the raising and decreasing 
In American Industry and the contlual 
Interference of the i Slate power Into 
the dally life of the working class 
In all Its movements and etrlkes. The 
followers of colnrade Lore have mis- 
taken completely the Important role, 
which the farmer masses play lb the 
social and political life of the Untied 
Htatea gnd has thus drifted Into the 
most shallow reformism waters." 
(Resolution of the C. I.). 

(ft must be, said however, that com, 
Olgln also underestimated to a certain 
exjent the great social and political 
crisis which becomes sharper and 
sharper). 

In the "New Yorker Volkszeltung*’ 
much has bceu written about the 
"opportunism” of the Worker s Party 
because of Its attitude towards tho 
third party. We cannot share the 
criticism from this side, so much the 
less, as the opportunistic, social demo' 


elements. wMch endeavored to estob- 
Hah a petty bourgeoisie Third Party, 
but the Workers Tarty has to a cer- 
tain degree Heelf fallen under tho 
Influence of petty bourgeoisie ele- 
ments." (Reiiolutlon of the C. I. com- 
mission). The situation was such, 
that It was hot the W. P. which had 
the Initiative In establishing F. L. P's, 
but such parties sprang up spontan- 
eously In various states. The estab- 
lishment of , F. L. P's Is comprehen- 
sible In view of the special circum- 
stances existing In America, 1. e. 
where the farmers were faced by a 
crisis, organised themselves. But In 
regards- to ^he extent of thla move- 
ment, one should not cherish any ex- 
aggerated hopes. "The F. F. L. P. It- 
self Is nine-tenths a fantasy," thua 
•aid Radek. It was a mistake that 
the establishment of a Labor Party 
(composod of workers, rural wage 
worker* ant? the poorerst farmers) 
was not put to the fore. It was fpr- 
thermofe a t ig mistake that, once this 
movement w^s afoot, sufficient stress 
was not laid within the F. *F. L. P. 
movement to win the rural wage work- 
ers; that no demands were ret up for 
this element (tor Instance th* I hour 
Day) by which maane a Una of demar- 
cation would have been drawn be- 
tween the petty bourgeoisie on th* one 
side and the exploited fanners and 
rural wage workers on the other tide. 
It wae the Intention of tho Pepper- 
Kuthenhcrg group to>fo along with 
tho, third perty because "the masses 
are' still sh ktupld that they still fol- 
low tbe petty bourgeoisie." (Pepper) 


The Foster-Cannon group also made 
thin mistake. It was ready to make

It la therefore very Important, that 
w* leave go Illusions In the masses In 
regard* to ' these petty bourgeois 
parties (as for Instance the third 'par- 
ty) and that we do not confuse these 
masses with slogans which they do 
not understand. It In absolutely neces- 
sary, that the W. P. at nil times steps 
forward with a clear class program, 
that It draws s clear line of demarca- 
tion between Itself and the Indistinct 
petty bourgeois Ideology of the I*aFol- 
latte group which dreases Its demands 
In radical-ilhoral phraseology. The "go- 
lng-nlong" with the masses, without 
setting up such clear points, as con- 
tained In tho declaration, would be 
very dangerous, so much the more os 
the W. P. numerically still a weak 
party, has only recently emerged 
from an Illegal sect Into the open, 
still has a weak communistic nuc- 
leus, while the number of marxlstlcal- 
ly trained forces are still Insufficient 
to be able to get hold of and maintain 
the leadership within this petty bour- 
geois movement. It la true, aa was 
pointed out In the discussion, that "In 
order to learn to ewlm one has to go 
Into tho water.” But It Is Just as true 
as Lenin once eald: "In order to bo 

able to learn to ewlm one must learn 
to WALK In order to bo able to g 0 
Into the water. If a baby la thrown 
Into the water, It would certainly get 
drowned.” An example, ef course. Is 
only an example and ndt n compar- 
ison, but the position Is nevertheless 
such, that the young communist party 
Is not yet so firm on Its feet that It 
could carry thru this dangerous man- 
oevre WITHIN the petty bourgeois 
movnment (or gs the Peppor-Ruthnn- 
berg group would have It even within 
the third party) without getting 
drowned In this petty bourgeois whirl- 
pool.

b. Wages* houro and .working ooiv 
gitlons. In kll movement* of tho workt 
era to Inpforo tholr standards ©f llv- 
leg or to rOalit attack upon tho aame 
by tho employers, th*, League |hall 
lake an active part, hi each caao It 
muit develop a complete program of 
lla own and popularise thl* againat 
all other program!. Tho league ahall 
carry on an Intenalvo campaign tor 
tho ahortenlng of the labor hours. In' 
creasing of wages, Improving working 
conditions, and It shall stimulate tho. 
workers, both organised and unorgan- 
lied to conduct an effective struggle 
against exploitation. In tho coming 
industrial crisis In the United States, 
Die league must raise throughout the 
labor movement, the slogan of, ".No re- 
ductions in wages and no lengthening 
or the working hours.* 
c. Organise the Unorganised. The 
campaign must be pushed with un- 
relenting energy, because the organ- 
isation of tbs many millions now out- 
sldo of the' unions Is one of the sup- 
reme tasks confronting the working 
class as a whole and the loft wing 
movement as representing the real In- 
terests dfttao working class. "Organ- 
ise the Unorganised" la not a tempor- 
ary alogan that may be' cast aside 
whtn Industrial depression sets In. It 
must he continued constantly In good 
and bed times, until the masses aro 
organised. In periods of prosperity 
this slogan builds tbe union and. dur- 
ing the Industrial depressions It bolds 
them together. The campaigns should 
tnke the folowlng general forms: 

1. To stimulate the A. F. of L. un- 
ions to take In the unorganised. 

2. To bu|ld up tbe present Inde- 
pendent mass unlotia. 

•1. To support the foundation of 
new unlonswhqrever practical, by util- 
ising tho Workers’ Party Industrial 
nuclei, local hranehes of the League, 
shop committees, and such other con- 
nections as can be made use of. No 
one of these methods should he used 
to tho exclusion of tho others. All 
must be employed as expediency dic- 
tates. Every means must be unified 
to create mass organisations. Special 
attention must be given to the organi- 
sation of tbe agricultural laborers. 

d. Labor Party. Tho league shall 
lake an active part In tho building of 
the labor party. This movement not 
only tenches the workors their first 
lesson In class political action, but It 
also furnishes a favorable ground for 
the left wing to fight tho trado union 
bureaucracy and to bring about trade 
-union progress generally. The league 
must take full advantage of tho favor- 
silo situation created by the labor 
party movement. 

e. Unemployment. In the Indus- 
trial crisis now developing In tho Un- 
ited States and 'Canada, the league 
ahall take an active part In organising 
thp unemployed Into national and local 
councils, and other necessary forma- 
tions. Wherever possible, these bo- 
dies shall woyk In close co-operation 
with the trade ynlont. Tho league 
shell stir up the trado unions every- 
where to Interest themselves In the 
question of unemployment. However, 
when tho trade unions nre unwIlUpg 
to take up the organising of the. un- 
employed, or wherever they offer a re- 
sistance, the longue, shall create un- 
employed councils, etc., and conduct 
the work of the unemployed Independ- 
ently. It shall demand that the em- 
ployers ahd tho government shall pro- 
vide work and funds amounting to 
full maintenance of the workers. It 
shall also demand that tbe, unions 
themselves share their funds and vork 
with those of their jmmibers who aro 
unemployed. 

f. Amalgamation. The amalgama- 
tion campaign Is not a temporary one. 
to be abandoned In periods of Indus- 
trial depression; It must be continued 
^relentlessly and until tnc various craft 
unions are ronsolldateq Into Industrial 
unions.. Organisation by Industry In- 
stead of by craft, Is a burning need 
of the workers In good times and bad. 
Under the flag of autohomy small un- 
ions and federations continue their 
miserable existence; having neither 
the strength nor tbe means to fight 
against capitalism, and yet refusing to 
amalgamate with kindred trades. A 
Vigorous struggle should bo carried 
on for the creation of centralised in- 
dustrial organisations. It is necessary 
to strive towards concentration of tho 
means and methods of struggle for a 
national utilisation of all the forces 
of the working class. The independ- 
ent unions shall also be Inciudod In 
the league’s amalgamation program. 

In conjunction with the amalgama- 
tion Plan the unions ’affiliated with the 
United Labor Council shall carry on 
an active campaign for admission as a 
bloc to the A. F. of L. unlemejn the 
aame industry and the pMincil itself 
shall Co-ordinate thp activities of Its 
unions In Ibis direction. 

A leading principle In all aifialguma- 
ttor plans Is to put tMF*Vevolulton- 
arles In control of the nmailganlated 
unions. 

g. Tha United Front The T. U. 
E. L. shall pursue tho policy of the 
United From. It shall seek to unite 
•11 the workers for revolutionary ac- 
tion along class lines. The United 
Front shall not consist of alliances 
or blocs with trade union bureaucrats 
—though some of them may be dealt 
with under favorable circumstances— 
but It shall be based upon n common 
understanding, unity and action, of the 
rank and file, of the labor organisa- 
tions involved in the struggle against 
•he bourgeoisie'. The United Front 
vhall not be conceived as an aim In 
tscir. but as a means to win tbe 
****** away from the reactionary 
leaders and to nnltb them upon the 
basis of a revolutionary program and 
action. 


h. fxpeatjr© ©I Bureaucracy. The 
league snail make a special point of 
exposing tho corruption of tbe trade 
anion leads'!. For this purpose a 
pamphlet shall he issued exposing la 
detail the crimes of the trade onion 
leaders agplist the rank asd lie of 
the ttnlpns and the whole working 
clahs. Thin policy of exposure ahall 
be carried <« vigorously is pH the 
leagues’s publications. 

I , fteoogfiltiea of Bovlot; Kneels. 
Tbe league campaign for ike full 
cor/oierclal and diplomatic recognition 
of ikrvlot Rtmsla ahall be intensified; 
the yec ogaltUn of Russia by England, 
Italy, and other countries, makes tils 
campaign the more timely and effect- 
ive In tbe United States. 

J. Negro- Workers. Tho -problem 
of the politically ahd Industrially-dis- 
franchised Nogroes shall occupy the 
serious attention of the league. Tbe 
league skill demand that the Negroes 
be givep the tame social, political and 
Industrial rights as whites, including 
tbe right to work IP all trades, equal 


wages, admission Into all trad* unions, 
abolition of Jim Crow cars, restau- 
rants, etc. The league shall Issue a 
special paippMet dealing with the 
Negro workers. 

k. Injunctions. The league shall 
takb the lead lo the fight of the Amer- 
ican working class against the Injunc- 
tion. Whenever and wherever an In 
Junction is Issued by tbe courts 
agsinsl strikers, depriving them of 
tholr .rights, ti e league ahall endeavor 
to arouse the strikers and the trsue 
union movement in general to mass 
violation of the Injunction. 

l. Expulsions. ' The league shall 
continue the present policy in case 
of expulsions from the trade unions. 
Wherever the expelled workers are 
few in number they shall be kept in 
the local leairuos. and in close con- 
nection with the National Industrial 
Committees. But when they are great 
in number, th*y shall be formed into 
unions of the expelled. These expelled 
members shaU fendbavor to fight their 
way back Into the old organliatlons. 


except In such cases waere tbe heat 
coarse is plainly to form a new organ- 
isation. For this purpose mass move- 
ments of the rank and fils should be 
organised to fight against expulsions 
and for reinstatement. Where the bu- 
reaucrats attack ike league In over- 
Vheimfng for-e, U shall beoome a 
secret organisation. 

m. Canadian Autonomy. The move- 
ment of the Canadian unions for Aut- 
onomy within tbe American trade un- 
ions U endorsed, this autonomy shall 
take the form of thf establishment of 
Canadian sections of the Amprtcan 
unions having branches in Canada. 
These autonomous sections shall be 
united together ip tbe Canadian Ca- 
nadian Trades and Labor Congress. 
They muit secure full right to declare 
strikes, to organise the masses,, and 
to raise all necessary funds. The aim 
of the league shall bo the building of 
the whole Canadian labor movement 
into a solid organisation and to bring 
It into direct conflict with the Cana- 
dian employers and state. Tbe auton- 
omy of the Canadian unions should 
not lead to a cleavage between the 
Canadian and American labor move- 
ments. 

n. Industrial Affiliations. The league 
■hall Intensify Its campaigns for the 
affiliation of the trade unions to the 
R. I. L. U. Capitalism Is International, 
and labor must Internationally resist 
tbe assaults of the world wide cap- 
italist class. This mus*t be • driven 
which as yet has hardly acquired a 
home to the American working class, 
glimmering of the need for interna- 
tional solidarity and action of the 
working class. The league must point 
out the fallacy of tho present policy 
of Isolation and seek to bring the 
American workers Into relationship 
with the workers In other countries. 
For this purpose, resolutions on the 
question of affiliation to the R. I. L. U. 
shall be presented in all trade union 
conventions. 

o. Shop Committees. Tbe league 
shall carry on active propaganda In 
favor of the organisation of shop com- 


mittees Ip the Industries generally. 
Thaae lUop committees shall be elec- 
ted by employees of a given In- 
duatrU establishment. Irrespective of 
sex. Color, nationally, skill, etc. Ik# 
shop ounmlttee shall serve to unite 
ell the workers in the various estab- 
lishmot ts, whether members of a un- 
ion or not Tbs shop committees shall 
voice tlve demands of the workers and 
form the basis tor a common struggle 
againat capitalism. Wherever possible, 
such shop oommittee* shall be utilised 
tor tbe organisation of the unorgan- 
ised. The league shall strive to re- 
organise the old unions Into Industrial 
union*. based on shop oommtttsss. 

p. Workers’ Cohtrol. The league 
shall put forth the slogan of "work- 
era’ coitrol or industry* The cam- 
paign for the establishment of shop 
commit>e*s. shall be accompanied by 
a propaganda for the workers' control. 
The shop committees, working under 
the direction of tbe labor unions, 
shall aim to break the power of tbe 
employers In the Industries. The sohp 
committees shall demand and fight 
for the | right to Control the financial 
and technical sides of industry, to 
control iths hiring and discharging of 
workers, to penetrate tbe financial 
and commercial secrete of the employ 
ere, to regulate the supply of raw 
materia!* and the distribution of fin 
ished products. They shall aim to 
revolutionise tbe masses and to turn 
tbetr triads unions into fighting work 
ing claua organisations. They shall 
strive to give the workers tbe neces- 
sary Industrial and political education 
and organisation to erry them in co- 
operation with the revolutionary polll 
leal orginlsatons, victoriously through 
the final struggle against the bour- 
geoisie for the overthrow of the cap- 
italist tystem and the establishment 
of a Communist society. 

2. .The Structure of the League. 

One uf the most urgent problems 
confronting the league Is to congolld- 
ste the existing revolutionary sen- 
timent into concrete organisation 


Tho league does not and must not 1 
rest solely within tbs realms of pro- 
paganda- It must redonble Its efforts 
to build a real organisation. It must 
follow Up Its various campaigns with 
work to bring the sympathetic ele- 
ments Into definite organisation- At 
the same time it shall take the neces- 
sary precaution to protect itself from 
the attack as a dual union, by tbe 
trade union bureaucracy. To these 
needs th* following organisational 
measures are necessary: 

a. National Industrial Committee* 
In each Industry there shall be a na- 
tional committee, alive and function- 
ing rigorously. These committees 
shall serve to unite all the revolution- 
ary and sympathetic elements In thslr 
respective spheres. As soon as pos- 
sible there shall be created sub-nation- 
al committees within th* national In- 
dustrial committees to correspond 
with the important unions in tbe sev- 
eral industries. The national Indus- 
trial committees ahall each aim to 
keep a paid secretary In the field 
These committees shall keep In close 
touch with the International Props 
ganda Committees and send them 
regular quarterly reports, and such 
other Information as may be necess 
ary to keep them la touch with th* 
development of th* American labor 
movement. 

b, Leeal General Group*. In each 
city there ahall be orsanlsed a local 
general group. These local general 
groupa 'shell consist of all the revolu- 
tionary elements In the vicinity, either 
members of or eligible to membership 
In the trade unions. These members 
■hall be required to subscribe to the 
class struggle propaganda fund, sub- 
scribe to the Labor Iferald and to 
satisfy a local committee as to their 
sympathies with the movement. The 
local general groups shall be sub-di- 
vided Into local industrial groups, and 
these shall be affiliated) to their res- 
pective national' Industrial committees. 
Tho local general groups are of the 
most vital Importance to the league, 


and every effort should be mad* to 
havV them established In all indus- 
trial districts. 

i Th* League Kress. In addition 
to the Labor Herald, there shall be es- 
tablished bulletins for each national 
industrial committee and also for the 
four districts of th# league. These 
bulletins must carry the full program 
of the league at all times. The In- 
dustrial bulstlns must devote an estab- 
lished section regularly for news from 
their respective International Propo- 
ganda Committee, and they must sup- 
port the complete program of th* R. 
I. L. U.‘ The national office of the. 
league shall Issue a news Service to 
furnish Information on the league’s ac- 
tivities to the press of th* Workers 
Party and the labor press.. Each na- 
tional Industrial committee shell pub- 
llsh at least one pamphlet dealing with 
the problems of Its Industry. .The 
league shall also publish a series of 
general pamphlets. In addition to 
these else here mentioned, there shall 
be pamphlet on the 1. W. W„ the 
Russian trade unions, the question of 
Canadian autonomy, Washington ver- 
sus Moscow, etc. The Labor Merabi 
shall publish the matter on the activ- 
ities of the R. I. L. U- to be furnished 
by the latter. 

d. Finance. The finance system nf 
the league must accomplish the double 
task of furnishing the necessary funds 
for the league and consolidating the 
members Into a definite organisation. 
To this end there sha\l be organised 
a class struggle propaganda fund. In- 
dependent of the league. Every mem- 
ber of th« Icaguo abould subscribe 
regular contributions to the fund. Tbe 
contrlbutlonk should be monthly. Th* 
utmost efforts must be made lo de- 
velop the class struggle propaganda 
fund, and to enlist all possible sub- 
scribers as contributors to It. No one 
shall be considered a member of the 
league unless he contributes lo the 
class struggle propaganda fund. Fifty 
per cent of this fund shall go to the 
national league, the other fifty percent 



REACHING THE RURAL YOUTH 


By Net KAPLAN 

T HE Young Workers League of 
America will In the future pay 
more attention to the work among the 
rural youth. This field Is of special 
Importance at the present time, be- 
cause: 1. The winning over of the 
rural wage workers (our natural atlleil 
In the country), the poor farmers and 
tho neutralist tlon of the mlddlo farm- 
ers Is a necessary condition for the 
success of the proletarian reolutton. 
and 2. We ire today faced with tho 
favorable slU aton (an agrarian crisis 
and a political revolt of the agrarian 
maases) for making a start and ays 
tematlcally Ititenslylng this work. 

Th* Agrarian Crisis 
Those trho have at alt glanced at 
th* situation have not felled to ob 
serve the following characteristics qf 
*he farming Industry In the last per 
lod. A big liicruasc In land tenancy, 
bond Indebtedness and farm mortgage 
Indebtedness, etc., a sharp decline in 
farm Implement production; large 
scale failures In farm banks and hit 
horto unhearl of form bankruptcies; 
the migration of about. 2 , 000,0000 farm 
ore to the Industrial' centers where 
they have beoomo proletarlahzed. Thl 
unhealthy economic situation (for 
American capitalism) has given birth 
to a political upheaval amonft the rural 
masses— which looked fit from the 
viewpoint of (he proletarian revolution 
Is very healthy Indeed. This upheaval 
manifests Itself In the disillusionment 
On the part Uf the poor farmers and 
agricultural rngo workers In the two 
old bourgeois parties (Republican and 
Democrat) and even, to a large extent, 
a loss of confidence In the reformist 
farm bloc In Congress (donators Cap- 
per, Johnson and Co., whoso main 
slogan seems to be: "Mrs credits 

for those farmers who can yrt be stab- 
ilised) nnd the growing sentiment for 
joint action between tha Industrial 
workers nnd Die poor farmers thru the 
creation of Farmer Labor Parties. 

To assume (hat this state of sxalrs 
has not prepared a fertile field for 
teaching the masses of the rural youth, 
with a Communist program, by fight- 
ing for their Immediate economic In- 
terests, Is to assume sheer nonsense. 
Wo can havo no place for such non 
sense In the ranks of the young com- 
munist movement. Of course .In most 
cases, we would find that such asump- 
tlons are -part of a regular tendency 
to underestimate the Importance of 
our work on the land. 

Our Immediate Tasks 
This activity, like all others, will 
have to be centralized nationally. The 
N. E. C. will establish a "rural work" 
department which will Immediate- 
ly start to carry out the de- 
cisions of th e4th Congress of Y. C. 
I. on the work. In close connection 
with the C. E. C. of the Workers far- 
Jty. This should be duplicated In the 
districts and lower units. Borne of the 
iiumodtate tasks of the rural depart- 
ment will be: 

(a) Tbe creation of onr organisation 
In rurgl territory (nuclei and groups). 

(b) The collection of matrial on the 
economic and cultural situation of the 
young workers on the land and the 
youth of the small fanners. 

(c) Tbe organisation and leadership 
of various actions of tbe youth In the 
country and Us district. 

(d) The supply of material and 
literature for the organisations in the 
country. 

In those pisefs where we already 
have some connections with the rural 
youth (MInnfsota-Michlgan) practical 
work can alraady^be carried on; vis., 
the agrarian com'raes should be as- 
signed the job Of collecting material 
on the situation to their territory and 
various actions can be formulated In 
the basis of the existing condition*, 
etc. 

Nationally the Immediate task of the 
rural department will be to study the 
| conditions peculiar to' the land prob- 


lem In the United States and to for- 1 
mulete programs of work on the basis 
of their findings. Let ua roughly 
glance over some of these conditions. 

A Shifting Pseaantry 
In the United 8 tates we cannot ap- 
ply the formula of "once a farmer, 
always a farmer.” Fhrms are chang- 
ing hands contlnuo\fly and many 
(arms are occupied ly men who only 
recently took to fanning. This Is 
shown very clearly In the following 
table. 

Total farmars jin tie United States 
classified by the nunbsr of years on 
farm.

A large percentage of the farmers 
migrate to the cities and there be- 
come proletarlanlsed, while large num- 
bers of Industrial wotkers migrate to 
the country and beome small pro- 
prietors or rural wage workers. When 
studying this sltuatlcn the national 


rural committee may dlacover that 
the cultural level of the rural youth 
in the United States Is not a very 
low ebb, aa la true of many other 
countries. Of course, evetr If this 
were proved, It would be foolish lo 
exaggerate the sltuaton. It would be 
far belter to alwaya adapt our pro- 
paganda, agitation and educational 
work or the lnd to the generally con- 
colved rpeclat psychology of the rural 
youth— itnd be delightfully tuprlsed 
in flndlag a more advanced class — 
than to have the reverse take place. 

From An Organlaattenal Viewpoint 

We will Drat have to consider the 
following generalities. There are In the 
United .States about 2,600,000 agricul- 
tural laborers. A large percentage are 
unorganised, while the I. W. W. has 
been Instrumental In organising about 
11,000 ol this element. There art also 
some skilled and unskilled unions for 
the ftiral wage workers of the large 
farms In the far west (Producers of 
fruits, vegetable and nuts). 

As a league, our first task will be 
to establish "Initiative groups" for the 


purpose of getting connections in tho 
country. There groups are composed 
of our country connections (whore we 
have such) and the nearost town 
branch or nucleus. Above all, we 
should strive to have these Initiative 
groups composed of comrades who 
come from tho country, or at least are 
In continual connection with (he qoun- 
try. It wilt he these Initiative groups 
which will lay the bails for our or- 
ganisation In the rural territories. 

According lo th* decisions ol the 4th 
Congress of the Y. C. I. the organisa- 
tional structure of the league to the 
country will be M follows: 

"On the estates (large farms, etc.) 
where several young workers are 
working an estate nucleus must be 
formed. Just as a shop nucleus in 
a factory. 

"In the villages where there are 
various small agricultural concerns 
In which only one, two or three 
young workers work, • village hue- 
leu* must be formed and of this the 
nucleus committee Is the leading 
organ. 

"The village nucleus takes In new

ly dangerous descent thru glasses, 
would reach his cars.. 

"Down below malttnusly Joyful 
voices make themselvoi heard. There 
are people who expose their malicious 
Joy quite openly, thqr laugh, they 
shout: ’Now ho will fall . Rorves him 
rjght. lie should not have been so 
crazy.’ Others try to this their mal- 
icious Joy. they behave ns If they are 
sad and lift tholr cjpm up to the 
mountain: Tnfortunn.vly our fears 

came true, was It not who devoted 
our entire life tofhc ireparation of a 
reasonable plan for the climbing of 
the mountain who have urged to post- 
pone tho climbing of the mountain 
until the working ot . cf our plan was 
complete?" 

Tho Workers Part t which has gone 
too-fnr In (he climbing tf the mountain 
of the third parly but which has re- 
eoglsed In tlmo the daqsers of climb- 
ing still further, must Tcgardless of 
the people who will "laugh at them," 
regardless of tho fact that it will be 
kept away from reaching the summit 
(the mass party) which it attempted 
to reach In a short time, retreat and 
begin the descent to safer ways and 
begin anew the ascent of longer but 
less dangerous ways. The establish- 
ment of a communist mass party must 
be done (to apeak In the words of Le- 
nin) "thru quiet, modest, not noisy, 
but deep work." 

To conclude Just another point. You 
have written us In former letterr 'hat 
the "old majority" Intended to submit 
a protest resolution sgslnst the Y> W. 
L. because the league lent Itself to 
factional disputes. We wrote you at 
that time, that the league has certain- 
ly the right to oxpresa Its opinion In 
the discussions of the party, without 
being labelled as a faction. We added, 
that the Iqngu* not only has the right, 
but the duty to defofcd the policy of I 
the C. I. At that time the C. I. had j 
not taken a stand In thd<questlon of 
the attitude towards the third party. 
We did .not want to communicate to 
you our standpoint as long as the C. 
1. had not made any decisions. Now 
since the C. I. has spoken we can ex- 
press oursejlves. The situation *.!■ 
quite clear. Your leak cannot be any 
other, than to work by all means for 
the policy of the C. I. Not only in 
words, but also by action yota should 
participate In the work so that the 
policy I* put Into practice. You should 
see to IL that the "quiet, mtfleet, not 
noisy, but so much the deeper work,” 
•f establishing a reel commanlst maas 


party gets Into full swing. It Is 
natural, that In the league also all 
the existing divergences (In respect 
to the tl Ird party) should be regarded 
aa overcome and that the decision of 
tbe C. 1 should not be looked upon 
aa a "vh tory" of this or that faction, 
as In reality, In regards towards tho 
third party, mistakes have been made 
on all etdes, and It Is th# task of the 
party at»l the league as a whole to 
correct It em. The league should par- 
ticipate everywhere In the correction 
of these mistakes and make the way 
clear for the mass party Factional- 
ism canot be tolerated, hqf on the con- 


trary you should all collaborate com- 
radely with the comrades of both ten- 
dencies ("old and new majority) and 
carry on a broad muss work among 
the masses of the young Industrial and 
rural wago workers In the spirit of the 
decisions of the C, I. and the Y. C. L. 

Then the eventual setback of the 
retreat will not be so great and the 
dangers of Isolation and If It were 
only for a short period, will either he 
avoided, weakened or the Isolation 
will be of'a very short phrlod.

In relation to the I. W. W. (Affiliation 
to R. I. L. U., etc.)'. • 

In The Land sf Fruits and Nuts 
In the far west our national land 
department will be faced with very 
Interesting organisational problem. If 
we form an estate nucleus on any of 
the large fruit, vegetable or nut 
ranches It will very likely become a 
traveling nucleus, because the agricul- 
tural workers In thU section are neg- 
atory, I. e. they follow the harvest 
north and south along the Pacific 
cost states. Immediately, . It would 
seem that the only way out of this 
difficulty Is to get the members of 
such nuclei to pledge themsolves to 
seek new harvests collectively. Thu* 
the nucleus can be kept Intact, altho 
shifting from estate to estate. The 
Pacific coast leagues will have to as- 
signed the Job of collecting all the 
available material on this situation 
and reporting same to the national 
rural department, 

The land of fruits and nuta Is a 
very fertile field for establishing the 
closer t of ties between tho rural and 
the lodustrlsl youth. Many of the 
fruit and vegetable ranches have Inter- 
locking canneries. The best descrip- 
tion of this situation Is contained In 
the advertising slogan or the Del Mon- 
te Tanneries: "Canned where It Is 

picked." In places of this character 
It la necessary to fight for the slogan 
of "Cannery workers and ranch work- 
ers In the same union,” besides our 
regular economic demands tor the 
young ranch and cannery workers. W 4 
should also form our youth fractions] 
within the skilled and unskilled work- 
ers unions and seek to eradicate the 
dlflerence between the two. I do not 
Intend to deal In this article with 
our rural youth demands, but It must 
be mentioned In passing that a very 
Important one will be: "A minimum 

wage bksed on the existence min- 
imum," because farm wages besides 
being below tho exls ence minimum 
are on She decrease us can be seen 
from the following table, la, con- 
sidering th* table It whould he remem-1 
bered that th* young agricultural 
wag* workers are even lower paid 
than the adult agricultural workers.

In the mining Industry 
in particular, we see a deliberate 
plan being pursued by the mine 
owners, who are abandoning the un- 
ionized field* as much sa possible 
and Instead, opening up those'wblch 
He In territory still unorganised.

The Nabisco Campaign. 

While specialising ind developing 
one national campaign, It becomes ne- 
cessary to lay the ground work' for 
another campaign as an auxiliary 
drive. This policy will be followed 
.permanently. 

Thus, At th* present t>me, out of 
17 leagues, located. In cities where 
plants of the National Biscuit com- 
pany exist, ssven are participating In 
th* drive, and the campaign is grad- 
ually assuming a national character. 
Ws must now accomplish the follow- 
ing In thla particular part of our 
work: 1. Making leagues In all oth- 

er cities where N. B. C. plants are 
located get into the campaign. 2. 
These leagues shall order definite quo- 
tas of The Young Worker (or system- 
atic distribution at the factory gate. 

3. The issuance of a special pamphlet 
containing all the propaganda, edu- 
cational and programmatic*! material 
gathered since the beginning of the 
campaign. 4. The calling of meet- 
ings of all thsss young workers whoa* 
names hays been secured In the 
course of the campaign for the pur- 
pose Of establishing shop nuclei; and 
where shop nuclei cannot be formed, 
shop committees should be the tem- 
porary unit established. Th* nuclei 
must propagate our demands and get 
the other young workers Interested In 
a fight against conditions that would 
be possible to abolish, iiich as the 
demand for clean aprons, reductions 
In prices In the cafeterias, etc. Later 
our demands become more revolution- 
ary in nature, as the nuclei grow In 
strength. 6. Publicity on the activity 
of the various units will be given regu- 
larly In the DAILY WORKER and The 
Young Worker. Meetings In front of 
th* factory gates will, naturally, con- 
tinue. 

Distrlot and Local Campaign*. 

A greet proportion of our member- 
ship Is employed In the clothing Indus- 
try. In the East and In Chicago we 
find that campaigns carried on against 
the various clothing factories would 
net valuable results, especially since 
w* have numerous comrades already 
employed In them. These campaigns 
wilt be worked out simultaneously 
with the national campaign,, and the 
New York district committee and 
other units In the Bast are to be noti- 
fied Immediately to get active in this 
drive. This also applies to, Chicago 
and other plapee where the conditions 
are similar. 

We also find large automobile fac- 
tories located In various territories 
and our units there must engage In 
this activity. There are, !q addition, 
such plants as the American Can Co., 
the National institution, mall order 
bouses, etc., all objectives for' such 
campaigns. A questionnaire will bo 
Issued Immediately to all branches 
asking them about the targe Industrial 
plants In their locality. 

ftelgtlona to the I. W. W. 
Comrades must be urged to Join ths 
!i W. W. wherever the 1. W. W. ie a 
mass union (agricultural fields.- lum- 
ber camps, marine transport, etc.) and 
work Inside the ranks for affiliation to 
the Red International of Labor Unions' 
on the basis of the realisation of unity 
among all workers' economic organisa- 
tions. Our activities will be carried 
on (n tbe closest co-op*r*tlon with the 
Red International Affiliation Commit- 
tee. We must Impress them that tbe 
Communists and the I. W. W. agree 
upon the revolutionary goal and that 
there exlsUt no hostility of Interest be- 
tween the two groups. A. committee 
has been chosen to take eharge of this 
Work. 

INTO THE UNIONS 

W E fiad that many of our members 
who are eligible to Join trade 
unions do not belong. In some esses 
there Is little difficulty in the way of 
Joining, but In most cases many ob- 
stacles must be overcome. Thla will 
demand the establishment of youth 
fraction! within the unions. These 
fraction! are to meet also with the T. 
U. E. L. groups.- We must utilise the 
Workers' Monthly, and other party 
and T. U. E. L. publications for the 
advancement ot the organization ot 
these traction* and our program with- 
in the unions. Th* work of popularis- 
ing the following demands will fail 
to th* youth fractions within the un- 
ion, and' the entire membership must 
be swung Into action to work for their 
popularisation: T. U. E. L. groups will 
also be enlisted to fight Jointly with 
fig. 

1. Young Workers to be accepted

1. Abolition of all discrimination be- 
tween the apprentice and the Journey- 
man In exercising their rights within 
the unions.

These de- 
mands and others will be formulated 
After a study la made of the various 
regulations and rale* In the different 
union*. They should he combined with 
our economic demands and our task 
will be to fight for their realisation. 

When the returns come in on the 
new Industrial registration th* Indus- 
trial committee will bSve a more ac- 
curate knowledge of the status of our 
membership in th* nutter of trade 
union activity. Thru correspondence, 
the oommitte* will demand from th# 
bras oh ladustrlal organiser a regular 
report as to whether or not the mem- 
ber* belong to the unJon of their trad* 
or industry. The press and bulletins 
which are to be issued will be used 
to create an Interest In thla work. 

•trikee. 

Strikes offer the best opporualty ot 
advanplhg and popularising our shop 
economic demands. In tbe recent 
months our experience la strike activi- 
ty ha* been considerable. Our first 
Usk is to coatrlbute to strike activity 
In gsnsrel. In our specific demands 
must be Included those that are appli- 
cable to th* situation, find which will 
be easily understood by tho strikers 
and appeal to their needs. At ell times 
w* must take the leadership and fur- 
nish direction to the many spontane- 
ous rebellions occurring thruout tbs 
country. Hegswiscb, Pullman and 
other Incidents furnish many exam- 
ples of this work. 

Tbe preliminary and Immediate 
Uska In situations of this kind are ae 
follows: 

1. Do picket duty. 

2. Soil and distribute literature. 

8. Assist tbs wages committee. 

4. Furnish speakers to tbe strike 
meetings. 

6. Arrange affairs to get money for 
the benefit of th* strikers. 

I. Call meetings of sympathisers. 

7. Organise nuclei as a result of this 1 
activity, and the propagation of our 
economic demands, the nuclei to be 
the stimulant for all future work. 

In line with the general plan of 
the N. B. C„ every Induatrial conflict 
must be participated in and utilised 
to draw into the ranks of the Y. W 
L. as many young workers as possible 
based entirely on th* shop nucleus 
form of organisation. It should be 
particularly remembered that we must 
take advantage of every strike to In- 
crease the political consciousness of 
the young workers by Issuing, to- 
gether with our economic demands, 
political ones. Tho political demands 
should Include primarily slogans that 
apply specifically to tho situation, 
such es, Keep the hand* of the po- 
lice or militia off the atrike; No In- 
junction! ; No anti-strike propaganda 
la the schools, and ths Ilk*.

And ao-the whole of China was divided 
up by these foreign capitalists, and 
China had to "accept" on the dotted 
line.

We must al- 
ways remember, whpn we talk of 
"Japan did this," or "America did 
that," we mean their capitalist gov- 
ernment, because the workers of hoth 
are not consulted. Except when the 
gvernmenftsn't agree, and even then 
the workers are not consulted, they're 
conscripted! 

Generals For Sale! Who Buys Thsmf 

American capitalism got very rich 
from the war. It has half the gold of 
the world and don't know where to 
Invest it. tt has need for markets for 
surplus goods. |t became more Im- 
perialist than ever before the war. It 
waited a chance for to bom out 
Japan from China. Knowing that 
meant WAR, Amarlcan capitalist 
looked around to find an excuse which 
would justify — ta the minds of boob 
patriots who are asked to "defend'' s 
board Ing-houss or ranted shack— a 
murderous, bloody WAR WITH 
JAPAN. 

As they couldn't find an excuse, 
they made on*.. They began tn a de- 
liberate way to' insult the Japanese 
people, eatd they were "Inferior," etc. 
And, as there are millions of boobs 
who think people are no good because 
they at-* different, they preached that 
the Japanei* are no good because 
they have a brown skin. Take notice,, 
that only a few Japanese aver come to 
this country, and that there were 
brought over by California ‘capitalists 
and railroad companies to scab on 
white workers. But these Japanese 
workers wouldn't scab after they got 
here. So, to get even with them and 
to furnish a lot 6f patriotic bunk, the 
capitalist papers began to talk about 
a "Yellow Peril." as It the few thou- 
epd Japanese ta America were going 
to walk off with it. The biggest in- 
sult was to pass the recent law ex- 
cluding Japanese ae undesirable and 
Inferior people. This was official, be- 
cause our capitalist government did It. 
An official Insult 

Then, last year, American imperial- 
ists saw a good chance to get control 
of the central Chic os# government nnd 
use ft to crowd Japan out and grab 
done to Germany. Japan had a big 
earthquake, which weakened Its fight- 
ing powers. At the earn* time China 
had to choose a new pres I deal.. There, 
the parliament elects the president. 
The United Stated minister to China, 
Jaeob Oould Schunaaa. who la a 


Standard Oil lawyer, took several mil- 
lion in real cash to Peking and bribed 
enough politicians to make a former 
bandit, named Tsao Kun president of 
China and, besides, to buy control 
over the biggest army In China by 
purch ising a flock of Chinese gen- 
erals. headed by Wu Pel Fu. 

What did the United States Imper- 
ialist government do with lta gen- 
erals! In January, our capitalist 
"minister" to China, Mr. Schtirman 
went to Ln Yung-hslang, governor ot 
the province whero Shanghai is loc- 
ated, nnd demanded that he atop col- 
Icctlng'- taxes on tobacco sold by tbe 
Brltisii-Amerlcan Tobacco Company. 
Since Lu Yung hsiang’s province was 
run Independent ot Peking, and really 
Japanese control, it was no business of 
iBchurman's at all. But he wanted to 
start a fight, and he did. He told the 
gverncr that if he didn't do as the 
United States tobacco trust demanded, 
Schut'man would have Wu Pel Fu 
come down from Peking and wipe out 
tbe Chekiang provincial government. 
Tbe governor didn't yield, so Schur- 
man went to Peking and bad the Pek- 
ing government start war against Gov- 
vernor Lu Yung-hslang of Chekiang. 
In olbtl-r words, the United States min- 
ister to China declared war on Japan, 
and beth nations began to fight each 
other m a secret sort of w& v ; using 
Chines^ generals *nd armies of their 
own. 

8hanghnl, where tbe fight started.' 
is about midway along the Chinese 
coast. Peking is north. But' still 
north Pf Peking Is Manchuria, where 1 
Japan nas lots of capitalist Interestn, 
in fact it runs Manchuria sad It, too, 
bought some Chines* generals, head- 
ed by Cbang-Tso-lln. And when Amer- 
ican imperialism had Its general. Wu 
Pel Fu begin attack on Japanese In- 
terests at Shanghai, Chang Tso-Hn 
declare! war on Wu Pel Fu— and the 
fighting Is going on right now. The 1 
war with Japan Is carried on secretly 
by America, whne American capital- 
ism Is digging up an excuse on "the 
Immigration question" to make Amer- 
ican boobs get sore at' Japan and will- 
ing to fight ln an open wgr them- 
selves. Young workers, especially, will 
be supposed to go to war.

Where Is the Chinese working class 
In all tl)lsT The Imperialists who came 
Into Cnlna tor auper-proflti out of 
cheap labor found thet Chines# wor*' 
era, like others, began to form an- 
ions and even hhd a Communist Party. 
But wherever either Jepsneie, or Eng- 
lish, or American Imperialists had con- 
trol, thoy they broke broke up unldbs 
and executed strikers by cutting os 
tbelr heads, and murdered ell Com- 
munleta they caught. 

In only one section of Ctitnu were 
the workers allowed to organise free 
ly. That was ta the Republic of South 
China, where Sun Yen Sea, n rev- 
*o!ution*ry nationalist, had set up a 


government opposed to all capitalists, 
both Chinese and foreign. Just so. 
did all the Imperialists hate Sun Yat 
Sen and seek to destroy bis govern- 
ment. 

When the fighting began In the 
north, 8un Yat Sen was also attacked. 
The capitalists and business men of 
Canton, where his government had 
headquarters, were Incited to over- 
throw Sun Yan Sen. iThey imported 
shiploads of arms In defiance of law. 
and when Run’s government seized 
them. American warships went to 
Canton and threatened to bombard the 
helpless City of people if this capital- 
ist "white guard" t^aa not given tho 
arms. This "white guard" even seised 
a part of the city, and when the labor 
unions and farmers came In to help 
Hun Yet 8en, American worships 
threatened them. American capital- 
ist papers calls those worker* "brig- 
ands ind mercenaries." 

Ro, yon see. Its a three-cornered 
fight. Bun Yat Hen Is the only olio 
having a government of workers nnd 
farmers opposed to exploiters both 
native and foreign. American capital- 
ist-imperialism Is trying id destroy 
that government. America Is also 
fighting against Japan. America is 
trying to drive Japanese capitalists 
ouf of China. AMERICA 18 THE 
A0GRE880R. AMERICA HAS AL- 
READY OECLARCD WAR ON JAP- 
AN. 

But If the Imperialists of both coun- 
tries can't settle It— and they cannot— 
with Chinese soldiers, they'll use Jap- 
anese and American soldiers and sail- 
ors. So both gangs of robbers are fix- 
ing up their people for war. Each j 
"warns" against the danger of the, 
other. America had a "Defense Day" | 
to prepare for war. not for peace. 
Japan had a demonstration against 
America. The League of Imperialist 
Nations is helping the fight along. 
Japan Is using It to Justify her cap- 
italists resisting being crowded out 
of Chins. United States Is using e 
mythical "yellow peril" to rouse a lot 
of foolish workers Into a fury of fool- 
ish patriotism, so that American cap- 
italists will get you young workers to 
enlist ---at least to stand for being 
drafted— when th* present war with 
Japan becomes open.

A aheri whllt ago thsra was an Investigation In the Michigan bed 
fields by the National Child Labor Commission, the purpose being te ekpeee 
the unsanitary conditions end extreme youth of the ehlldren employed dur- 
ing tho boot picking eoasons; also to prove the cause ef the Irregularity *f 
their school attendance. Their agitation after the finding wee go pereiettnt 
that the legielatore to uphold the fair name of- the etete were feroed te sleet 
a committee to Investigate the matter for tho purpose ef proving the ehlld 
labor commission unjust In their accusation*. 

After their Investigation a meeting wee arraigned In Detroit t* elear up 
matters and the Child Laoor Commission was Invited. At the meeting was 
J. Dlckoma, former president of the Sugar Beet Company, who tried te prove 
that ths conditions In the beet fields were Ideal. 

During the proeeis ef thic meeting It wee proved that the Investigation 
made by the legislator* occurred during the winter, which It net the bed 
picking acesen. The finding# ef the Child Leber Commission were produced, 
whleh ere ** fellows: 

"Among 181 femlllcc 1,368 beye and girls between the ages *f I t* II 
were all working en the crop: of these one time or another 1,331 were bed 
pullers, which Is e very strenuous pert ef the work, and ef thee* 148 were 
under 13 years ef age, 864 were not more then 18 years eld and 8t only 
• years oldl"

In fact we are the 
richoat nation in the world, not that the worker* 
know it, but Just the name we hare about half of 
the gold in the globe right In theae forty-eight 
Ntatia. And what la the good of money if there la 
no place to inveat It to that it may grow thru the 
toil of the working clana? Ho the bora la continual- 
ly looking for a hlce.plgce to above In a fuw million 
buck* in order that another few* million can be 
tqructl out. 

Ore of the beat place* right now for the invest- 
meat of unemployed coin In China And the atnig- 
gle for the control of China's resource* and gov 
crniueut, between the United Htatea, England and 
Japan, forma the basis for the present civil war In 
Chinn. The first break will undoubtedly occur 
liotween the 1 nltcd Htatea and Japan. Where Eng- 
land will line up is as yet nM definite, but all In- 
dications point to a line up against the United 
Htstes. The struggle for world domination of 
markets is today between Engtafid and America 
primarily. 

Already the newspapers eontrotlcd by the rap 
HaJirts of America are exciting and Inflaming the 
minds of the workers against the Japs. The 
Chicago Tribune, for example, prints obviously 
manufactured "plans" which are said to bare been 
drawn tip by Japan for the conquering of America, 
ami found.-*- purely by accident, of course!— by an 
enterprising Tribune reporter. Articles are writ-

"bloody Britisher." 

Jtut behind it all is the struggle if or more profits 
on the part of the- capitalist class. And it is well 
to rsjiiemlicr tliui. 

When war does break out, and it will a* certain 
)y as capitalism Continues to exist, let the young 
workers who are "called to the colors" liear in 
mind wlmt they are fighting for. l»ct them rcmcm- 
Im-j- that it is not for honor, or for democracy that 
they are called on to lay down Jhelr lies, l.et 
them know that war* are fought under capitalism 
in order that the field of profit-production may be 
extended for the boss, so that be may add another 
summer home, motor car, poodle for his wife — or 
mistress. 

And let them also bear In mind that by refusing 
to go Into the army, they are footing themselves 
Into believing. that they can then prevent war. It 
is only by entering the army, but for revolutionary 
purposes, that war will finally lie brought to gn 
end.

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Civics and Sapheads 

/"\UR own super-patriotic childhood, spentdn the I 
public schools of New York city, was recalled | 
to us this fall by the announcements of a whole 
new series of "civics" courses, to be Instituted in 
tbe elementary and high schools all over the coun- 
try. We can remember how we were flattened to a 
moral pulp by a crushing sense of our own worth- 
lessness In failing to appreciate the magnanimity 
of the city's electric trust in sharing with us its 
lighting power. We can remember how we were 
regularly revived to a pleasing and rotund smug 
ness by bot-alr talks of the Influence we could ex- 
ercise in showing loyalty and faith In American 
ideals. We were stuffed' with axioms about "de- 
mocracy," pumped full of guff about "Americaniza- 
tion” — which wus regarded ns a sort of missionary 
work among heathen foreigners. 

William McAndrew, who Is now superintendent 
of Chicago^* schools, mas right when he said that 
"tbe toxt-hbok* which arc supposed to discuss our 
civic problems do not knom* enough to keep women’* 
whist-club from financial and moral bankruptcy." 

Hut the text-honk* which McAndrew has emit- 
ted for use in the new course* in "civics" which 
he has introduced into Chicago schools — evidently 
forgetting his word* of two years ago — add a new 
feature to this kind of work. Through all of the 
texts runs a yellow, thread of anti-labor propagan- 
da. 

The most popular of the civics text In use, the 
school librarians tell you, is It. O. Ilughcs "Elemen- 
tary Civics." Prominently placed Is a drawing oc- 
cupying nearly three-quarters of a page, shaming 
the Massachusetts militia breaking up the Boston 
police strike of 1919. "They have arrested some 
crap-shootcfs,” anys the caption. The rcmnlndcr 
of the *pnr<l devoted to union activities Is in sub- 
stance an filoquent plea that this sort of "crap- 
shoofing" be done away with. 

Another of Hughes* books, "Elementary Clrlcs," 
is popular for use In the higher grades, nere is 
one of the questions Hughes promises for discus- 
sion "Nhnw horn* the innocent public often have to 
suffer during a strike." Not very different, in its 
policy of assumption, Trodi that question Inter 
asked us in an examination at anniversity: "Rltnw 
five reasons why socialism is impracticable." 

Do the children answer these questions? Of 
course they do — and they do itivery pr«|K»rly, too, 
after learning, first, that the reasons for uuempioy- 
ment are "sick ness, injury and/ strikes," ihat "the 
best type of union movement Is the American Fed- 
erntfon of Lnltnr," and thnt "its president, Rnmucl 
Gompers, ranks . . . among the most intelligent 
and far-sighted of labor leaders."

All 
factional disputes must cease and the 
decision of the national executive com- 
mittee; carried into practice whole- 
heartedly.” If we are to achieve our 
aim of; becoming a young Leninist or- 
ganisation, the. above paragraph must 
be strictly adhered to. Our league 
must become a "monolithic league 
hewn of one piece” sad not of petty 
little fictions. 

In. the worda of the fifth congress 
of the ; Communist International, we 
must d'smand "a more Iron discipline 
than hitherto from every seetl vn and 
from eyeVy . , . leader.” 

With a united organisation, firmly 
grounded around the program ot the 
Young -Communist International and 
the Young Workers League, follow- 
ing the leadership of the national ex- 
ecutive ; committee we shall advance 
along the lines laid down In the docu- 
ment of the Y. C. I. and proceed on 
the road towarda becoming a Leninist 
organisation, s mass movement of the 
young Y/orkcra of America.

A FTER a thorough discussion and 
consideration of the past activity 
and the present situation of the Young 
Worker*' League of America, the spe- 
cial commission of the Executive Com 
mlttoo of the Young Communist Inter- 
national has arrived at (he following 
conclusions: 

Tha Past Activity. 

1. It appeared that the delegation 
of the Y, W. L. of A., at tho Third 
Congress was somewhat opposed to 
economic trade union work and this 
had aomo effect upon the league, Al- 
though the Second Congress of tho Y. 
W. L. of A. adopted a program which 
was fully In line with the decisions 
of the Y. C. I. congresses, the N. E. 
C. applied these decisions In a hesitat- 
ing manner, this can be accounted 
for by lack of experience and by the 
difficult situation existing In America. 
This stat) of affair*, led to a discus- 
sion between the N. E. C. of tho Y. 
W. L. of A. and the Y. C. I. Later. 
In connection with the situation with- 
in the paf/ty, there arose a dlsrusslon 
betwoen the majority and the minority 
of the N. E. C. which resulted In a 
factional dispute. 

2. Although there la a healthy ker- 
nel In the criticism of the opposition 
(minority the accusation of "anbot- 
ago” la uttfounded and must he reject- 
ed, the moro so as the N. E. C. tried 
hard to carry thru the derisions and 
the Y. C. I. can therefore have full 
confidence: In the N. E. C. 

3. As both the above mentioned con- 
flicts have now been liquidated hy the 
decisions Of the C. f. and the Y. C. 1. 
reepecflve.r, the Y. - C. ?. urges all 
comrades fo end all factional disputes 
and to corporate In a comradely spir- 
it In thelti work. The criticism end 
the activities of the Y. C. I. and Its rep- 
resentative In the U. R. A. in May. 
1.MS. have- proved beneficial to the 
league; this Is evidenced hy the actual 
progress nj»ade and by the statement 
of the American delegation at the 
Fourth congress. The work should 
now be proceeded with the basis of 
I he following points: 

Futur* Activity and Next Tasks. 

- 4. Tbe central problem of the 
league Is the creation of a mass or- 
ganisation of young workers and the 
winning over of the broad masses of 
the young workers In large scale In 
dustry. This means a systematic and 


which can b« tanned aa "Journalistic” 
activity should now ba replaced by 
tha dally and persistent struggle for 
tha demands set up. No atrika should 
be allowed to pass without tbe league 
coming forward with Its own demands 
In aach concrete situation. This point 
moat be particularly stressed because 
the league has In the peat, in many 
Instances, failed to come forward with 
lta own demands for the young work* 
era and cootentod Itself with a gen- 
eral participation In tha strike work, 
which of course, la sot sufficient. Tha 
league ahould Intensify ita economic 
and trade union activity by Initiating 
and leading campaigns for specific 
youth demands. -similar to tha activi- 
ties already being carried out In the 
Western Electric and tha Bunt# Candy 
companies, th order to extend this 
work the league should proceed to or- 
ganise conferences of tho Working 
youth In such places where conditions 
arc favorable, I. e. where we already 
have shop nuclei. 

9. The Y. C. I. observes that the full 
delegation of the Y. W. L. of A. la In 
complete agreement with the practi- 
cal program as outlined at the Fourth 
Congress (such as the theses on eco- 
nomic-trade union work, etc.). This 
Is a big step forward. The practical 
tasks of tho league within the unions
